Leed’s shoe which operate 
four stores in Los Angeles, one in 
Long Beach and one in Pasadena; 
the C. H. Baker’s shoe stores, four 
of which are in Los Angeles and 
one in Pasadena, and the Rosslyn 
shoe stores, with two stores in Los 
Angeles and one in Huntington 
Park. The agreements recognize 
the union as the collective bargain- 
ing agency for one year, a 48-hour 
week with time and one-half for 
overtime and six holidays per year 
with pay. When these holidays are 
worked time and one-half will be 
paid. One week's vacation with 
pay is provided for all employees 
with one year’s service. 

Good Work in Springfield 

Over 25 food stores and markets 
in Springfield, Illinois, have signed 
agreements with retail clerks’ un- 
ion No. 208 of that city during the 
larger membership campaign.
